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Partition cache for each controller 
into two segments: 
Read/Write and Copy 
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Determine where to mirror data 
on the second controller 
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Mirror data from the first controller 
to the second controller 
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The first controller provides 
status to the host 
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The second controller 
receives Host Write #2 
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Find a cache line on the 
second controller to place 
Host Write #2 
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Move Host Write #2 data 
from host to cache line 
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Determine which mirror cache line 
on the first controller to copy data into 






Mirror data from the second controller 
to the first controller 







Send a message to the first controller 
to inform the first controller of 
cache meta data associated with 
the cache line including Logical Unit 
Logical Block, the dirty bit map, 
and the cache ID 
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First controller places this 
cache line into its hash table 
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
